Hamilton. O., Feb. 2.—Indorsement

Democrats of the Third Congressional 
district was followed by his Indorse- 
ment by the Hamilton Evening Jour- 
nal, which declared:

ing; extension of the food roads sys- 
tem for the benefit of citiezaship and 
commerce; 
provision* for a modem 


school system ;and.M.OB. 


"Of not less impact .than the visioa 


of Governor Cox ia legislative mat- 
ters is his executive ability in carry- 
ing oat definite aid tnd policies. He 
knows how to chobee JBCB and is not 
only ready to receive, but always 
seeks advice before action, in times 
of stress, preceding attendant upon 
and following the ,war, the governor 
of Ohio relied not aft*Be upon the
